Indeed had we only tro commemorate 
the Merits of the Martyr , the Innocence 
and Piety wherein he lived, and the 
Conſtancy and Magnanimity with which 
he died, theſe funeral Obſequies would 


be very | unbecoming the Solemnity of 


out Remembrance: and we might e- 
ſteem ic a Crime to-let our Hymns and: 
our Praiſes fall any thing ſhort of the 
moſt celebrated Feſtivals of the Saints of 
old ; when both the Excellence of the 
Cauſe, and the Reſolution of the 
Perſon, and the Barbarity of his Suffe- 
rings, ſo far exceeded the moſt of 
theirs. 

And this Perhaps the Generations to 
come may think themſelves obliged to 
do: Bur alaſs ! the return of this day 
brings with i another, and ſadder Re- 
| membrance 
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membrance to us; and when our 
Tongues would ſpeak the Glories of this 
Martyr, our Conſciences confound us 
with horror to conſider , that we our 
ſelves were his Perſecutors. 

Had the death he ſuffered been the 
Sin of ſome other hand, had an Infidel 
Nation riſen up againft him, or bad the 
Chance of War cut him off in our own , 
we might have regretted the loſs of ſo 
Royal a defender, but ſhould ſoon have 
turned our Sorrow into Joy, and have 
giving him a name Superiour to the chiet- 
eſt of thoſe Hero's that Fabulous Anti- 
quity can boaſt of. But that we who 
were obliged by all the ties of God and 
man to - «ta him, ſhould deſtroy that 
life, for which' we ought not to have re- 
fuſed any Hazard of our own ; that we 
who were certainly his Subjects, and 
who pretend to be Chriſtians roo,ſhould 
violate all the rights of Majeſty ; tram- 
ple under foot all the Commands of 
that Goſpel, by which we are called ;

and imbrue our hands in Royal and: In- 
nocent Bloud,after ſd barbarous a man- 
ner, that no Antiquity can afford a Par- 
rallel ; Fhis raiſes thoſe Clouds that ob- 
ſcure ſo bright a day; and inſtead of ap- 
pearing at his Monument with Songs of 
Euchariſt for his Vi&tory, calls us here, 
between the Porch and the Altar, to confeſs 
our owns. 

Spare thy People, O Lord, and give not 
thine Heritage to reproach ; that the Heathd 
ſhould rule- over them : wherefore ſhould they 
ſay among the People, Where is their 
God? © -* 

And here, would-to God the Sinceri- 

ty of our Repentance might in ſome de- 
gree, anſwer the hetnouſneſs of our ſin. 
Thar our Piety this day,might as effe&tu- 
ally contribure ro the appeaſing, as the 
Violence committed'on it has too fatally 
concurred to the kindling Gods anger a- 
gainſt Us. Thar as our Church, to far 
from being involved in the Guilt, that 
{ſhe partook in all his Sufferings, has ne- 
vertheleſs 
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vertheleſs provided,by an annual return 
of this day, to remember that ſin, which 
neither We,nor our Poſterity., ſhall ever 
be able ſufficiently to lament;ſo-may We 
as ſincerely obſerve , as ſhe has piouſly 
eſtabliſhed the Faſt ; and ſpeak ar leaſt 
our deteſtation of-the-Sin, if- we- cannat 
attone the greatneſs-of.the Guilt. 

It is not neceſfary -that I ſhould enter 
on any curigus Enquiry into the Occaſion 
ok. this Prophecy, to apply it to our-pre- 
ſent aſſembling-ar this time : that: which 
may be ſeen of it at the firſt View is 
ſufficient co approve my. choice,. That 
the Jews by their ſins had provoked: God's 
Anger againſt chem,and had already felr 
in great meaſure his Puniſhments too: 
The Famine conſumed them; the droughr 
burnt up their. Ground: ; -the remainder 
of their increaſerhe.Worm and- the: Ca- 
terpillar conſumed; In a word,they were 
brought down to the very Brink of De- 
ſtruction, and had only remaining this. 
ſolemn. manner. of repentance, to:-ap- 
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peaſe his Anger, and to prevent their 
ruin. 

I hope there js no one ſo liccle ſenſible 
of thoſe Evils,our own Nation has labour- 
ed under,thart I need enter on a Remem- 
brance fo freſh and ſo ungrateful. The 
Wounds '/are ſcarce yet cloſed, which 
our own hands have given us; and the 
repoſe we even now enjoy, ſeems rather 
an Interval lent us by Heaven to ſee if 
we;will yet repent, than any firm and 
eſtabliſhed Peace. - Our fears have a- 
gain been awaked at new Attempts, 
and we have had but too juſt Caule to ap- 
prchend, if nor Joet's Famine of Bread; yet 
what is infinitely worſe, Amos's Famine of 
the Word among us : let us therefore as we 
have tranſcribed the Example of theſe 
Jews, both in our Sins and in our Pu- 
niſhmems, ſo take now the advice: of 
the Prophet, as ſpoken to our ſelves ; it 
may be yet to redreſs and to ſecure 
all.

If firſt we confider the Original of this

Secondly, for the Extent of it, Ours, as 


well 
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well as His,is Univerſal: no Quality,no Sex 
no age exempt : Not the Bridegoom ex- 
cepted in the days of his Feaſting ; nor 
the Bride-to accompliſh the Week of her 
rejoycing. From the Elders of our Tribes, 
to the leaſt Child in our Houſes, all are 
called to this Faſt , and 'tis to be hoped 
that every one will” be as ready to obey 
their Call, as our Governours have been 
carefull to proclaim it to us. 


La#tly ; for the;Uniformity and Solemnity 
of this Faſt, we have our form too pre- 
{cribed wherein to keep-it ; And though 
our Offering be more large, and exten- 
ded to thoſe particulars, which our ſins 
have occaſioned, yet is the Summ of all 
the very ſame, which the Holy Prophet 
commanded the Priefts , the FAmiſters 
of the Lord,to weep between the Porch and the 
Altar ; and ſay, Spare thy People,O Lord,and 
give not thine Heritage to reproach;that the Heas 
then ſhould rule over them : wherefore ſhould 
they ſay among the People, Where 1s their God ?

Such is the Parallel of this day , with- 
the Pattern of that Faſt which the. Pro- 
phet Joel preſcribed in our Text ; and 
ſure nothing could have been. more ap- 
plicable to the Circumſtances of. our. 
OWN. 


Firſt,for the Authority of its Eſtabliſhment; 

What -could have been imagined more 

proper to appeaſe the anger of Heaven 

for Faults committed by an nſurped and 
pretended Power, than fo ſolemn a Re- 
pentance preſcribed by the lawful and 

rrue one ? Longrhad the Trumper been 

blown to War and- to Rebellion ;' the 

Church become. militant ; and our Pul- 

pits, inſtead of ſerting forth the Goſpel of 

Peace, ſpoke nothing but Wars, and Sedi- 

tions, and Tumults to the People. Ir 

became us certainly at laſt to ſound it to 

fome other blaſt; and remember, that 

Nam. 10, God had appointed the Priefts a more 
3, 7+ proper ule of the Trumpet,to aſſemble 
the Congregation to ſerve the Lord, 

than 
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'than always togive the Aarum to the Bat- 
tle to deſtroy theirEnemies. This pub- 
lick Teſtimony of Sorrow, was the on- 
1y Act that could have been oppoſed to 
the Iniquity of thoſe Ordinances, that fo 
many years involved usin ruin and Con- 
fuſion. And our Courts of Juſtice, in 
which ſuch numbers of Loyal and Inno- 
cent Perſons have heretofore been con- 
demned,though they can never make us 
a SatisfaQtion equal to their Crimes, yer 
ſeem ar leaſt in the Eſtabliſhment of this 
*_ ſpeak their Repentance for it: 
and by the Authority they have given to 
this publick Sorrow, would appear not 
only to beg it of Us, but evento intreat us 
tointercede withHeaventoo for their for- 
givenels, 


Secondly, for the univerſality of this Faſt 
what leſs could have been done, than 
when all the Nation were involved in 
the Guilt, to join them all in the Repens 


tance for it ? Iſhall not need to ſay, thar

they were our pretended Repreſentatives 
at leaſt that were the Authors ofthisMur- 
der, and that they did ir too im the name of 
the People of England. And however (o no- 
rorious was the Violence, that not only 
the open Royaliſt, but even many of 
theirown Fattion, ſecretly regretted the 
Villany 'they 'commirted ;| yer ſtill, fo 
many conſented to ir; of the reſt, ſo ma- 
ny did nothing,or art leaſt not fo much as 
they might, and onght tor have oppoſed 
it ; and eventhofe who moſt attempted 
to prevent it, yet by their {ins and their 
Impieties, fought ſo much more power- 
fully againſt their Sovetaign,chan all their 
Arms could do to promote his Cauſe, that 
even T hey may too much be charged as 
the Authors of our Miſery ; and fo all of 
us ſeem to have conſpired to have made 
the Crime of this day, in the utmoſt Pro- 
priety of the Phraſe, a National Sin. 


Laſtly ; for the Form preſcribed, where- 
in to ſpeak forth our Sorrow and to im- 
plore 
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plore our pardon ; as it was the Piery of 
our Governours, that with one . Voice, 
as. well as one hearr, we ſhould all join 
in this great Rogation ; ſo may it appear 
too no improper manner for the Solem- 
nity of this day above all others, tha the 
Priefts,the Miniſters. of the Lord, ſhould 
by the Uniformity of a ſer and well 
compoſed Liturgie, at one for the Rude- 
neſs and irreverence, I wiſh I could not 
ſay for the raſh and almoſt blaſphemous 
Offerings of thoſe uncommiſioned Teachers ; 
who by the unpremeditated Nonſenſe 
of their Prayers, no leſs profaned the 
Honour of God, than by the Pulpit 
Wildfire of their Sermons, they ruined 
both the Peace of his Church, and the 
Majeſty of his Anointed. 

And now when ſuch has been the Pi- 
ety of our Governours, to eſtabliſh the 
Faſt, and our own engagements are ſo 
great to join in the Obſervation; *twill 
be time for us next to conſider, how we

Change their Clothes,to abſtain even from laws 
Genel.35.2. ful pleaſures in Which there might only ſeem to 
Wm be a/Pollution; and, when this was done, 
what care the Prieſts rook.to [anfifie the

And ſure our care to prepare. our 
ſelves ought to be no leſs,, becauſe we 
are now no longer under. the pedagogy 
of .thele Ceremonies.

mercy of Heaven for the forgiveneſs 
of this great ſin : Spare thy. people, 0:

And here we are arrived atthe proper

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buſineſs of this day ; to implore the par- 
don of a crime which my ſoul tremble 
to remember, and which I ſhould doubt 
had exceeded the power-of any Repen- 
cance to Expiate , had not the Apoſtles 
left us an Example , by exhorting the 
Jews to labour for a forgiveneſs even of 
their crucifying the Lord of Glory. 

For indeed, What flouds of tears can 
ever be ſufficient to waſh off the ſtain of 
ſo much Innocent and Royal Blood , as 
our late civil confuſtons have brought 
upon 1s? Is it poſſible for our ſorrow ever 
tro equal thoſe Violences and Opprefli- 
ons, thoſe Ruines and Devaſtations, the 
Musders ,”. the Sacrilepes, thoſe Sins 
which our Eyes have ſeen, and which it 
may be our Hands have acted ? How 
ſhall I recount the moſt flouriſhing of 
Scates brought to Deſolation? A Church, 
the Envy and Hatred of Hell , the De- 
light of its Friends, and Terrour of its 
Enemies ; So pure and orthodox its Ca- 
nansand Confeflion,ſo learned the _ 

S £ 
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ſo exemplary the Lives of its Profeſſors, 
and when the fiery tryal came on,fo firm 
and conſtant their Suffermgs , that the 
moſt Primitive Chriftians could not have 
deſired any thing more conformable to 
their own/Piety ; perſecuted, profaned, 
thrown down by Enthufiaſtick Zeal;and 
a thorough Reformation : In a word, 
a King, ſo Primitive too, that He ſeem'd 
to have revived ſorrie Conflantize, or Thes 
odoſus , 0r Marcian *again among vs ; 10- 
juſt and btaye, thathe was-woerthy to 
have ruled, though he had not been-/born 
to;,Empire : Cut off by the vithiny of 
his own Subje&ts ; a Martyr to his Reli- 
gion, 4.Sacrifice to his County, and the 
Everlaſting reproach as well as guilc of 
both. _.. 

This is but .a light defcriprion-of that 
fin, which we are here aflembled to 
commemorate and to lament;and TI muſt 
beg leave to add yer more; For however: 
it will eaſily be imagined that all this 
wickedneſs. could nor be accompliſhed 

but 
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but chrough innumerable Crimes, which 
neither can any tongue expreſs, nor any 
thoughts conceive, yet ſuch unuſual Yil- 
lainies then ated us; which Antiquity 
never knew, nor will Poſterity believe ; 
that we might well be eſteemed to fail 
in -that-dury which chis Faſt requires, 
ſhould we not-make ſome more ſolemn 
and-particular remembrance of them. 
Through what treachery did our A- 
nointed-frſt fall into their nets? When 
thoſe perfidious men, to whoſe truſt he 
had committed his Sacred Perſon , con- 
trary to all the Laws of Nature and 
Nations as themſelves, whilſt nor yet Vil- 
lains enough to-commit ſo black a trea- 
chery , confeſs'd contrary to all the ſenti- 
ments of Honour, and di&ates of Reli- 
gion , ſold him into the hands of his E- 
nemies , who even then deſign'd his de- 
Aruftion 2 With a ſupplication indeed for 
his ſecurity, but ſuch as a Popiſh Inquiſt- 
ror. uſes when he delivers the poor He- 
setick tothe ſecular power, intreaes' for a 


life 
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life; which he both deſires may not, and 
which he infallibly knows ſhall not be 
granted. | 

And accordingly , How ſoon did all 
things conſpire to his deftrution 2 When 
the violence of the Faction broke off 
thoſe Treaties that had almoſt reſtored 
us to our peace : The lower Houle,thar 
had uſurped the power of the Govern- 
ment it ſelf before, now becomes irs (elf 
reformed ; And to accompliſh a Villainy, 
which an ordinary Malignanrt's conſcience 
was not: thought proof enough to go 
through with , only a few confiding 
men were to be truſted with ſo deſpes» 
rate a delign ; A Court of Juſtice was 
erected , and Majeſty arraigned to an« 
ſwer for treaſon committed againſt his 
own Rebels. 

How {ſhall I recount the wickedneſs 
of their proceſs? A tryal only to make 
the condemnation the more grievous for 
being the more folemn and publick. 
In which their King was not allowed

that liberty 'of defence which every or- 
dinary Subject claims as his right, and 
which they themlelves enjoyed, for this 
notorious, this undeniable Conſpiracy : 
Nay in which their Preſident durſt plain- 
ly tell his Sacred Majeſty , That he was 
now in a Court Where reafon Was not tobe 
heard. 

With what Noiſe and Inſults was all 
the action carried -on ? When the cla- 
mours of the people for Juſtice firſt, and 
then for Execution , was the only voice 
that was heard in -onr Sereets : And as 
if with our Loyalty all ſence 'both of 
Religion and Humanity had been loſt 
roo., Some ſpit in his Royal Face as he 
paſt by; Others preſs'd upon Him with 
the ſmoak of their Tabaco , for which 
they knew he had a particular averſion, 
and even threw their Pipes in his way : 
The leaſt expreſſion of Reverence to 
Him-, was puniſhed with all the Vio- 
lence a populer fury could execute ; 
And One, who,more compaſlionate-than 


the 
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the reſt, only wiſh'd him well, was 
kill'd upon the place for his unſeaſona- 
ble piety. \ 

When at laſt the fatal Sentence was 
pronounced ; How hardly were they 
brought to allow him any Aſſiſtance to 
prepare him for his death 2 His prayers 
continually difturbed by the Rudeneſs 
of thoſe Guards that intruded upon his 
moſt ſecret retirements: His laſt thoughts 
diverted with Propoſitions to ſave his 
Life, which they knew neither Honour 
nor Conſcience would permit him to re- 
ceive. What Shouts , what Acclamati- 
ons , when the cruel ſtroke was given 
that finiſhed the Tragedy ? How greedi- 
ly did they thirſt after his Blood , when 
ſome plunged their hands into his 
wound ; Others dipt their ſtaves in ir. 
The very block on which he reſted his 
Sacred Head cut in pieces , that every 
one might ſatisfie his cruelty with ſome 
memorial of their villainy ; and even the 
very boards and Earth Stain'd. with his 

| E 2 blood, 
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blood, diſtributed as a mark whereby to to 
criumph over his fall. 

And here one would have expected a 
concluſion of their guilt , and that they 
ſhould ar leaſt have deſifted to purſue 
him now he was dead , and no longer in 
a condition to:oppole their defi 1gns. But 
alas! their malice extended beyond his 
Execution ; and as they had condemned 
him for a Malefattour ; ſo they reſolved 
heiſhould. not even in his. burial be ho- 
noured as'a King.” How ſmall was the 
EXPEnce they preſcribed for his Inter- 
ment : with what Privacy was it tran(- 


| acted ; and He who had been the moſt 


Zealous defender of the rights and Cere- 
monies of the Church in his lite, not al- 
lowed the leaſt uſage of them at his Fu- 
neral now he was dead. 

And here then, let our own Conlſci- 
ences ſpeak ; or if we fear they may be 
too partial, let the Cenſures of the World: 
tell as ; Was there ever Villainy like un- 
co this guilt with which it pleaſed God 

to 
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to puniſh the fins of his People ? Let 
us ſearch _the Records of Antiquity, Let 
us ask of the Generations that are paſt, 
and Let us ask from one end of the Hea- 
ven even to the other , if ever any thing 
was committed amongſt them that can 
parallel this impiery. That a Chriſtian 
Kingdom ſhould break through all thoſe 
bonds of duty and obedience,which the 
more righteous Heathens have reveren- 
ced as Sacred and Inviolable. - That fo 
many Oaths, and.Vows , repeated with 
that Frequency, taken with that Solem- 
nity, ſhould all be inſufficient to preſerve 
our Fidelity. That Religion. and Refor- 
mation, two things, than which none can 
be more excellent in themſelves, nor are 
any more eaſily and more dangerouſly 
abuſed , ſhould be able tochear us into 
Wickedneſs, which. the barbarous Scythi- 
ans never heard of, and. which when it 
was told them they were ſcandalized at 
the report. Laſtly , that not only the 
Honour of God ſhould be pretended for 


the. 
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the Motive, but even his Aſsſtance be deſi» 
red , and ever afhrmi'd to- have been' re- 
ceived iti the execution of all this greae ſin. 
This is that circumſtance which raiſes 
our crime to the higheſt pitch of guilt, 
and makes us even afraid to look up to 
Heaven for the pardon of this fin, whoſe 
afſiftance we have fo often, and fo im- 
_ implored to the commiſſion 
of it. 

Yet fince- it has pleaſed God to draw 
us ar laſt out of the blindneſs our fu 
had involved us in , let us take this blet. 
fing for our Earneſt, that he has not yer 
totally forſaken us, but as He has delive- 
red us from the Evil, fo if even now we 
return unto him , He will free us from 
the guilt too of our Sins. Only let our 
Repentance be as ſincere, as our Crimes 
have been provoking ; Who can tell but he 
may yet repent, return, and leave a bleſsmg bee 
hind him ? 

Butir is not only this pardon , which 
we are this day to implore at his Hands : 
Our 
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Our Text carries us onto yet other Petiti- 
ons ; that being juſtifhed before God, we 
may alſo prepare the way to take off 
the reproach of Man, and clear our 
ſelves in the fight of both together. 
This brings me to the ſecond part of 
the Holy Prophet's prayer , Give not thine 
Heritage to reproach. 


2. That this great Sin may never 
eurn,by the Application of wicked Men, 
to the Scandal and Reproach of us-or 
our Religion. 

How neceflary this part of the Petiti- 
on is to-us, 1:could wiſh the publick de- 


| clarations of the whole. World did not 


roo loudly fpeak. The Monnments are 
till extant:rhat{ſhew us, how we were be- 
come a Scandal and a Proverb to all the 
Nations round about us. Nay that no-- 
thing might-be wanting to illuſtrate the 
Horrour of this Villainy, it ſcandalized 
even'our own ſelves too ; and thoſe very 
Factions , that brought their King to-his 


run, 
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ruin , by the lecret Orders of Heaven, 
themſelves lamented his fall , and con- 
fefled the Impiety. How loudly did his 
praiſes now ſound from thole Pulpits,that 
had bid defiance to Him and his Party 
heretofore 2 The Covenant its ſelf was 
taught ro change its Voice, and from a 
Band of Rebellion to deſtroy the Government, 
was ſhewn to be a League of Loyalty to pres 

ferve the King. | 
Seandalous no doubt was the ſin, and 
that :'villainy deteſtable indeed to all 
good Men, which thus forcibly Rtagger'd 
che Conſciences of theſe Separatiſts , by 
Nature formed, by Principle bred up to 
Faction , and. now by above eight years 
praQtice, one might have thought ſuffici- 
ently inſtructed in Rebellion , not to 
Rartle at a guilt they had themſelves fo 
Zealouſly- purſued. And how ſhall We 
eſcape the common reproach, who have 
been ſo unhappily united ina Country 
and Society,that has produced ſuch Mon- 
ters ? Bleſſed be God who has left us a 
| Mark 
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Mark of diſtinion to prevent ſo great a 
Slander: And amidſt all our regret for 
the fatal Villainy of this day, we cannot 
but joy and glory in this,that not any of 
our Church was involved in this guilt, or 

ever poſlibly can be in the like. _ 
Let the Actions of our . Predeceſſors 
ſpeak our Innocence for what is paſt. 
Their ſufferings are as known,as the Vios 
lence of their Enemies has been notori- 
ous. Their Loyal writiags;in the midſt 
of a proſperous Rebellion, ſtill ſhew' us, 
not only the Righteouſneſs of their C2uſe, 
but even their readineſs to aſſert it in de- 
fiance of danger. And our own aflem- 
bling at this time, to deteſt the Princi- 
les, no.leſs than to bewail the Praftis 
ces, of thoſe Conſpiratours,declares thar 
we are not at all degenerate , bur. till 
maintain the ſame Oppolation to thar 
Faction, who under the Cloak of Refor- 
mation, have ſcandalized the very name 
of Proteſtant, and. by a {ad Experience 
taught us, that Kings may be proſcribed 
in 
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in other places beſides Rome, and that a 
Fanatick has as ſtrong an Arm to lift up a- 
gainſt a Prince's lite, as the Rtouteſt Jeſuit 
or Jacobin can boaſt of. 

Let our Principles be examined ; Let 
the moſt accurate Inquiſttion paſs upon 
our writings ; Let the: Solemnity of our 
Piety for the death of our late Soveraign , 
and the firmneſs, we have again had op- 
portunity too. much to .ſhew , of our 
Zeal and Loyalry:ro bur prefent King :; 
And if ll this be nor ſufficient, Ler the 
malice of thoſe Men who acted this Vil- 


lainy, that in thoſe days involved the 


Church in the ruin of its. Defender, and 
hath again endeavoured once more to 
put down Her that they might come the 
more advantageoully to ſtrike at Him ; 
Let theſe ſhew that we have no part nor 
Inhericance with them: Only that as the 
Royal Martyr of this day, not only com- - 
manded his Son with his laſt breath to 
forgive them ,. but Himſelf prayed for 


their converſion ; fo will we never ceaſe 


as. 
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as faichfully to execute his Will, as thar 
Son has done it; and with the ſame Pi 
that he has pardoned the Fa, beſeech 
God tobring them to Repentance too for 
it. 

Theſe are our Prayers, ſuch our af 
feQions towards them; May the God of 
Heaven anſwer our Requeſts, and pive 
us at laſt both the SatisfaQtion and the Se- 
curiry of beholding their Converſion. 
Bur if the greatneſs of Their ſins prevent 
the Effte&t we ſo much deſire of our pre- 
ſent Offerings, we muſt then beg leaveto 
go on with Our Text, to anothir addreſs 
co ſecure our ſelves ; The third particu- 
far now to be ſpoken to, And give not thine 
Heritage to reproach, that the Heathen ſhould 
rule over 'Them. 


3- That onr own fins at leaſt, may 
never bring us to the like ruin, either of 
our Church or State; nor Evermore per- 
mir thete men, as they have heretofore 
done,ro prevail agamft us. 
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And this too is a Petition no leſs pro- 
per to our pteſent Circumſtances, than 
the preceding requeſts have been bur too 
applicable to the memory of our paſt E- 
vils. Our fins, which called down that 
laſt Vengeance upon us, are ſtill as hai- 
nous and univerſal to provoke a new 
one.. Our Diviſions are yet greater; and 
and that fertile Brood of Factions , 
which that unnatural War produced, 
and which no Country or Antiquity 
ever heard of. before , ſtill' continue 
more farally, and more dangerouſly to 
diſtract us. _ 

We have again ſeen the Government 
divided againft it ſelf : The People have 
been blown up into a new Ferment ; 
The Biſhops and ( ouncellours have again 
been Reſolved to be Popifhly affefted; Nay, 
the very, Militia. has been once more at- 
rempted, and they were no doubt Con- 
fiding nien too into whoſe hands it ſhould 
have again been pur. And when all this 


would not do, New deſigns have been 
laid 
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laid ro ſeize that Government by YVulence, 
they could not gain. by Petition. How was 
his Sacred Majeſty almoſt caught in their 
traps ? The deſtruction ſo well laid, thar 
it had been impoſſible to have eſcaped 
it; and Providence was forced to act al- 

moſt a Miracle to prevent it, | 
And now when our danger has again 
ſo nigh overtaken us, certainly He muſt 
be very unſenſible of the former Evils, 

that can think Himſelf unconcerned ar 
ſuch a time as chis, to pray againſt the 
Future. Let the Mileries tnat we ſuffer» 
ed, and the ins that were committed 
in thoſe days, when the Heathen, i. e; 
theſe Enemies to our Church. and State, 
ruled over us, be remembred': Was there: 


Ever Sorrow Uke unto our Sorrow, wherewith Lam. 1. 12; 


the Lord affiifted us in thoſe days of his fierce 
Anger ? I have before given you ſome 
general Proſpect of our Calamities at this 
time, and your own Knowledge will 
ſave me the regret of repeating to you 


any. more. How did o:r( ities become Solitary; Lam. 1. 1. 


that 
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that were full of people * Our Country,Once 
great among the Nations, How did ſhe be- 
come Tributary, even to her own Vaſlals ? 
Our King,the Anointed of the Lord, fell by 
ther hand; Our Princes were led into Captivity; 
Our Churches, the Places of our Aſſemblies, 
were profaned ; The ſolemn Feaſts and days, 
were forgotten m_ our Zion, and God in the 
Indignation of his anger deſpiſed both the King 
and the Prieſt. 

And all this we have had but too 
great cauſe to fear,may again return up- 
on us. Yet fince it has pleaſed the Al- 
mighty to ſtop the Vengeance, and com- 
mand the deftroying Angel to ſuſpend 


the Blow, if not to ſheath his Sword, 


. and give us ſtill longer reſpite to repent, 


and ſecure our ſelves ; Let the Conſide- 
ration of this danger provoke us not to 
neglect the Opportunity. Let our Re- 
pentance at this time be ſo ſincere,that it 
may not only obtain our pardon for Paſt 
Offences, but prevail with Heaven to 
prevent our Impending dangers. Ler 

us 
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ns no more give our Enemies this adyan- Exod. 33. 
tage againſt us, to force the Almighty '” 


to withdraw his preſence from amongſt us, 
and leave us again to engage them upon 
equal Terms : Bur let our lives and our 
prayers both join in the Requeſt, to ſave 
and to defend us , Spere thy People, 0 


Lord,and give not thine Heritage to reproach ; ' 


that the Heathen od rule over them : 
wherefore ſhould they ſay among the People, 
Where is there God ? 

This is the laſt Conſideration, which 
the Method of our Text now calls us to 
conclude with. 


4. That neither the miſeries we have 
ſuffered, nor the dangers and confuftons 
we yet labour under, may by the Cen- 
{ures of wicked men ever turn to the 
reproach of God's Providence,any more 
than of our own Church or Caule.Where- 
fore ſhould they ſayamong the People Where is 
their God ? 

It is not to be doubted but that this.

ſarcaſtickExprobration was that reproach, 


which Joel had before: pray'd that God 
would not ſuffer his Heritage to be:expoſed 
to.He had ptomiſed in his Law to ſupply 
them with plenty of Food, and to bleſs 
their Victuals with Increaſe :- That their 
houſes ſhould be full of all manner of ftore ; 
their Fields alfo ſhould Fland ſo thick with( or, 
that they ſhould-laugh and ſing. Well there- 
fore might they fear the reproach of the Hea- 
then, when inſtead of this plenty, they 
ſhould be forced to go and ſeek for 
neceſlary nouriſhment of them, whom 
they excluded from theſe promiſes; who 
no doubt would be forward enough to 
make a By- word of them, and inſult o- 
ver their pretences,as if their God either 
could nor, or would not relieve them. 
Is this the People that hath" the Lord for their 
God? Behold,Ts not the meat cut off before their 
Eyes ? Their Vie laid waſte? and the Bran» 
ches of their figtree made white * Their ſeed is 
rotten under their clods, their Garners are made 
defalate, the Barns broken down, becauſe. the 
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cornis withered; How da the beaſts. groan bes Joel 1. 18- 


cauſe they have no paſture3for the rivers of Wa- 
tex aredried up; 1nd theifae bath devoured the 
paſtdres' of the wilderneſs. Where is now 
their God to-pity them ? And where 1s 
the Lord to be. jealous for his Inheri- 
Canceey nt nt tuo fo rtf oils h 

This. was': their Reproach,, the 
Scandal of themfelves,and theirReligion, 
which the Prophet ſo much feared, and 
ſo earneſtly exhorted chem to'pray' as 
gainſt : and would ro God we our ſelves 
this day had not too great cauſe to 
fear the like. Witneſs, O ye pious and 
excellent Souls, what ſcornings and revi- 
ling to your ſelves and your Religion did 
ye'then bear, when being forced from 
that plenty and tranquility you once en- 
joyed; you became ſcattered abroad a- 
mong the Heathenand underwent their 
reproaches, more grievous and ſenſible 
than all the other mileries and calami- 
ties of your cruel exile ! 

Bur.-what need Llook back to the 

; G times 
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rimes that are paſt when our own. .con- 
rinue to: afford..ys iſo\.plain-.an - Applis 
cation: How'far\borh:our' lace calami- 
ties, and-otir prefent':deſtractions have 
given occaſion tothe Enemy co triumph 
in_our misfartunes., a5 if they were nor 
only the mark of our own fins, but.even 
an argument ofthecommanillneſs of our 
Caulſt too, this alone may be ſufficient 
to ſhew, that the Romaniſts not only 
hope. from theo, tafee this Fermenrone 
day ſettle among us 1aro downright Po- 
pery again ;* but even-atthis day make 
this the great, and indeed it mult be con» 
fefled the Rrongeſt, prejudice againſt the 
Reformation,thart fince we have thrown 
off our Obedience to that Church, we 
have run ſo many and difterent ways of 
Errour,and are yet at ſuch diſtance from 
one another, as plainly ſhew there is no- 
truth nor certainty ro be found' for us, 
but only in onr return to them again: 
I ſhall not here enquire into 
the Goodneſs of the (onfſequetce , 


bur 
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bur muſt needs ſay I could with, there 
were not too much Truth and ſcandal in 
the Premifes : And who can tell whether, 
ſince any lefler Judgemencs have been 
ineffectual to reclaim us, God may not 
at laſt puniſh us with this Blindneſs, and 
whilſt we refuſe 'to ſubmit co the eafie 
and lawful power of his Church and his 
Anointed, bring us once more under the 
incolerable Yoke of that ufurped autho- 
rity, from whoſe Slavery both our. Coun- 
try and onr Conſciences are now-fo hap- 
pily afſerted. 


This I am fure we have too much de- 
ſerved , and may therefore juſtly have 
but too great Cauſe ro fear. Only 
my: hope is, that whatever our own 
demerits are, yet the Innocence of 
our Church ſhall till provoke God's 
providence to defend her : And that our 
deliverance, as at this time, from our 
Enemies , ſhall always difappoinr ſuch 
fatal expectations , and convince them, 
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that though we have ſinned, yer are we 
his :People ; Fhat he chaſtiſes us as 
Children;rior puniſhes usas his Enemies ; 
and ttH-our God ,' though angry and 
provoked. 

How great 1is:'the demonſtration of. 
his merdy and loving-kindneſs , :that we 
everh-now-conminte a Church and Peq- 
ple, -as at this day ? What Miracles did 
he work to farn again the / Captivity of our 
Zin, amd deliver botlr us and our King 
from thoſe; Ufurpers that { long had cri- 
umphed oyer both ? Has not the 'Al- 
mighty ſhewn himſelf in our defence, 
who!butſodately has delivered us both 
from Popifh -and Fanatick Conſpiracies ? 
Let them ask where is their God, that have 
not known by whar ſingular and unex- 
pected :mearis theſe deſigns were both 
Diſcover'd. and Diſappointed ? And 
chough-it pleaſes God fill ro leave theſe 
men like the ( anaanites in the Land, to try, 
and to prove us,andwhich indeed but too 
much fulfil their character of being {cours 
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2es to our fades, and thornes m our Eyes : Yet Jo: 23: 13" 


has he ſet bounds to their deſigns, which 
they have not been able to paſs, and 
which we truſt they never ſhall exceed, 
to'ruine and deſtroy us. 

Yer ſince both our peace and ſecurity 
are ſtill in ſuch danger through their rage 
and their devices; Let us endeavour not 
leſs by our Piety than our Policies , 
to countermine them. Let us engage 
the. Afiſtance of Heaven by: the excel- 
lency. of our Lives, as well as the ju- 
ſtice of our' Cauſe, ro oppoſe their at- 
tempts: Let us exceed them as much 
ia the Sincerity of our: Righreouſnels, as 
they have done all ochers in the outward 
Pretences and Hypocriſie of theirs. Let 
us keep this day the faſt which the-Lord 
hath.choſen ; to break the bonds of wicked- 
neſs; to have pity on the diſtreſſed ; and to 


execute judgement and juſtice im the gates. Let Joel. 2. 1 


iis turn wnto the Lord our God With all our 
hearts, with weeping, and with faiting , and

Spare thy People, O Lord, and give not 
thine Heritage to reproach ; that the Heathen 
ſhould rule over them: wherefore ſhould they 
ſay among the people, Where is their God ?

Zion ſhalt be 
redeemed with judgment, and her converts with 
righteouſneſs : They ſhall be aſhamed and cone 
founded that ſeek ber deftruction : but for 
his Church and his Anointed, they ſhall 
be preſerved for evermorc.
